Indian  Treaty.

President  of  the  United  Stales  of . imerica, 

TO  ALL  AXD  SI  NGl-LAU  TO  WHOM  TUL3L  TllLSiNTJ 

SHALL  OOM£,  GRiETWO  • 

Whereas,  a treaty  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America,  and  the  Wyan- 
dot, Seneca,  Delewarc,  Shatvnee,  * ot- 
tawattima,  Ottawa,  and  Chippewa,  tribe* 
of  Indians,  was  concluded  and  signed,  at 
the  foot  of  the  Rapids  of  the  Miami  ot 
la’;  • Erie,  od*  the  twenty-ninth  day  ot 
September,  in  the  y.-ar  ot  our  lord  one 
t ousuul  eight  hundred  and  seventeen, 
by  commissioners  on  the  p3rt  ot  the  s-.id 
United  States,  and-  certain  sachems, 
chiefs,  and  warriors,  ot  the  said  tribes, 
on.  the  part  and  in  behalf  of  the  said 
tribes  ; which  treaty  is  in  toe  words  fol- 
lowing, to  wit  : 

Articles  of  a treaty  made  and  conclu- 
ded, at  the  foot  ol  t ;C  Rapids  ot  the  Mi- 
ami of  Lake  Erie,  between  Lewis  Cass 
and  Duncan  M‘  Arthur,  commissioners 
of  the  United  States,  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  hold  conferences,  and  con- 
fer < ces  and  conclude  and  sign  a treaty 
or  treaties  with  ail  of  any  of  the  tribes 
or  nations  of  Indians  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  state  of  Ohio,  of  and  concern- 
ing all  matters  interesting  to  the  United 
States  and  the  said  nations  ol  Indians,  on 
the  one  part ; and  the  sachems  chiefs, 
a >d  warriors,  of  the  Wyandot  Seneca, 
Delaware,  Shavvanee,  Pottawatima,  Ot- 
tawa, and  Chippewa,  tribes  ol  Indians. 

Article  1.  The  Wyandot  tribe  or  In- 
dians, in  .consideration  of  the  stipula- 
tions herein  made  on  the  part  of  the  Uni- 
ted States',  do  hereby  forever  cede  to  the 
United  States  the  lands  comprehended 
Tvitrin  the  following  lines  and  bounda- 
i'i  :s  ••  Beginning  at  a point  on  the  south- 
er. shore  ot  lake  Erie,  where  the  pre- 
sent Indian  boundary  line  intersects  the 
same,  between  the  mouth  of  Sandusky 
bat  and  the  mouth  of  Portage  nver; — 
ti.enc  , running  smith  with  saiu  line  to 
the  li  i established  in  thffyeor  one^hoii- 
saiid  s .v  i n .undred  and  ninety-lire,  by 
the  treaty  oi  Greenville,  which  runs 
from  the  crying  place  ah, .vc  fort  Law- 
rence to  Loramie’s  store;  thence,  vvest- 
teriy,  with  the  last  mentioned  line,  to 
the  eastern  line  of  the  reserve  at  Lora- 
mie’s  store;  thence,  with  the  lines  ol 
said  reserve,  north  and  w<  si,  to  the  north 
western  turner  thereof;  thence  to  the 
northwestern  corner  of  the  reserve  on 
th  river  St.  Mary’s,  at  the  head  of  the 
iuvigabie.watcrs  there;  thence  east  t 
the  we  t rn  bank  ol  the  St.  Miry's  river 
aforesaid ; thence,  down  on  the  western 
bank  of  the  said  river,  to  the  reserve  at 
fort  Wayne ; thence,  with  the  lines  ol 
the  last  mentioned  reserve,  easterly  and 
northerly,  to  the  nortlrbank  ol  the  river 
Miami  of  lake  Erie ; thence,  down  on 
the  north  bank  ol  the  said  river,  to  the 
■western  line  of  the  land  ceded  to  the  U. 
States  by  the  treaty  of  Detroit,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  se- 
ven ; thence,  with  the  said  line,  south,  to 
the  middle  of  said  Miami  river, opposite 
the  mouth  ol  the  Great  Auglaize  river ; 
td'.eace-ilovvn  the  middle  of  the  said  Mi- 
ami liver,  and  easterly  with  the  lines  ot 
the  tract  ceded  to  the  United  Stati  s by 
the  treaty  ol  Detroit  aforesaid, so  far  that 
a smith  line  will  strike  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. 

Art.  2.  The  Pottawatirr.a,  Ottaw  a,  and 
Chippewa,  tribes  of  Indians,  in  conside- 
ration of  tlie  stipulations  herein  made  on 
thepait  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby 
forever  cede  to  the  United  States  the 
I nd  comprehended  within  the  following 
lines. and  boundaries:  Beginning  wi.en 
the  western  line  of  the  state  oi  Ohio 
crosses  the  river  Miami  of  lake  Eric, 
•w!  icu  is  about  tvvervtv-one  miles  abov 
the  mouth  of  the  Great  Auglaize  river  ; 
thence, down  the  middle  ot  the  said  Mi 
ami  river  to  a point  o .in  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Great  Aug •aiz  river  ; thence, 
vvuh  the  western  line  of  the  land  ceded 
to  the  Unite  1 States  by  the  treaty  of  D - 
troit,  more  thousand  eight  hundred  am 
s v.  n,  north  l'eir!y-fivc  miles;  thence, 
west,  s 3 far  that  a line  ssuth  will  strike 


the  place  of  beginning ; thence,  south  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

Art.  3.  The  Wyandot,  Seneca,  Dela- 
ware, Shawar.ee,  Pottawatima,  Ottawa, 
and  Chippewa,  tribes  of  Indians  accede 
to  the  cessions  mentioned  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding articles. 

Art.  i.  In  consideration'  of  the  cessions 
and  recognitions  stipulated  in  the  three 
preceding  articles,  the  United  Slates  a- 
gree  to  pay  to  the  Wyandot  tribe,  annu- 
ally, forever,  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  in  specie,  at  Upper  Sandusky: 
To  the  Seneca  trifte,  annually,  forever, 
the  sum  of  live  hundred  dollars,  in  spe- 
cie, at  Lower  Sandusky:!  To  the  Shavv- 
anee  tribe,  annually,  forever,  the  sum  ol 
two  thousand  dollars,  in  specie,  at  Wa- 
paghkonetta : To  the  Pottawatima  tribe, 
annually,  for  the  term  of  fiiteen  years, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  three  hundred 
dollars,  in  specie,  at  Detroit:  To  the 
Ottawa  tribe,  annually,  for  the  term  of 
fifteen  years,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  in  specie,  at  Detroit:  To  the 
Chippewa  tribe,  annually,  for  the  term 
of  fifteen  years,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  in  specie,  at  Detroit : To  the 
Delaware  tribe,  in  the  course  of  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen,  the  sum  of  live  hundred  dol- 
lars, in  specie,  at  Wapaghkonctta,  blit 
no  annuity  ! And  the  United  Slates  also 
agree,  that  all  annuities  due  by  any  for- 
mer treaty  to  the  Wyandot,  Shavvanee, 
and  Delaware  tribe s,  and  the  annuity 
due  by  the  treaty  ol  Greenville,  to  the 
Ottawa  and  Chippewa  tribes,  shall  lie- 
paid  to  the  said  tribes,  respectively,  in 
specie. 

Art.  5.  The  schedule  hereunto  annex- 
ed, is  to  be  taken  and  consi  Jered  as  part 
of  this  treaty  ; and  the  t:  acts  herein  sti- 
pulated to  be  granted  to  tlie  Wyandot, 
Seneca  and  Shavvanee,  tribes  ol  Indians,  I 
are  to  be  granted  for  the  use  ofthc  per-  j 
sons  mentioned  in  the  said  schedule,  a-i 
greeahly  to  the  descriptions,  provisions,' 
and  limitations,  therein  contained. 

Art.  6.  The  United  States  agree  to 
grant,  by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  Doan- 
cpiotl,  Hovvon  : , Routondce,  Tauyao, 
Rontay.ui,  Duvv.it out,  Maiiocue,  Tauyau- 
dautauson,  and  Ilaudauuwaugh,  cniels 
of  the  Wyandot  tribe,  and  tneir  succes- 
sors in  office,  chiefs  ofthc  said  tribe,  for 
the  use  of  the  persons  and  far  Hie  purpo- 
ses mentioned  in  ihe  annexed  scnedule, 
a tract  of  land  twelve  mile  s square,  at 
Upper  Sandusky,  th<5  centre  of  which 
hall  be  the  p.ace  where  fort  l crree 
stando  ; and  also  a ti a t of  one  mile 
square,  to  be  located  where  t e chiefs 
direct,  on  a cranberry  swamp,  on  Bro- 
ken Sword  creek,  and  to  be  held  for  the 
use  of  the  tribe. 

The  United  States  also  agree  to  grant, 
by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  Tahawma- 
doyavv,  captain  Harris,  Isahownusay,  Jo- 
seph Tavvgyou,  captain  Smith,  Coffee 
house.  Running  About,, and  Wiping- 
stick,, chiefs  ofthc  Seneca  tribe  of  Indi- 
ans, and  their  successors  iri  office,  chiefs 
of  the  said  tribe,  for  the  use  ot  the  per- 
sons mentioned  in  the  annexed  sei  edule, 
a tract  ofland  to  contain  thirty  thousand 
.acres,  beginning  on  the  Sandflsky  river, 

| at  the  lower  corner  t:ie  section  hcrc- 
iinafler  granted  to  William  Spicer; — 
thence,  down  the  said  river,  on  th : east 
jsule,  with  the  meanders  thereof  aV high 
wat  if  mark,  to  a point  east  of  the  mouth 
of  Wolf  creek ; thence,  and  from  the 
beginning,  east,  so  far  that  a north  line 
will  include  the  quantity  of  thirty  thou- 
s >nd  acres  aforesaid. 

The  United  States  also  agree  to  grant, 
by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  Catcwekcsa 
or  Black  Hoof,  Byascka  or  Wolf,  l’otn- 
the  or  Walker,  Shcmenetoo  or  Big 
Snake,  Othawakcseka  <>i  Yellow  Feath- 
er, Chakalowahor  the  Tail’s  End,  Hem- 
| thala  or  John  Perry,  Wabepee  or  White 
Colour,  chiefs  of  the  Shavv  anee  tribe,  re- 
siding at  Wapaghkonetta,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  chit  fs  of  the  said  tribe, 
residing  there,  for  he  use  ol  the  per- 
! sons  mentioned  in  tlie  annexed  schedule, 
!a  tract  of  land  ten  miles  square,  the  cen- 
tre of  which  shall  bcThc  council  house 
at  Wapaghkontita. 

The  United  States  also  agree  to  grant 
by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  Peetluhaor 
Falling  Tree,  and  to  Onovvaokemo  or 
the  Resolute  Man,  chiefs  of  the  Shavva- 
nce  tribes,  residing  on  Hog  Creek,  anci 
[their  successors  in  office,  chiefs  of  the 
said  tube,  residing  there,  for  the  use  ol 
i the  persons  mentioned  in  the  annexed 
schedule,  a tract  of  land  containing 
twenty-five  square  mil'  s,  which  is  to 
join  the  tract  granted  at  Wapaghkonetta, 
and  to  include  the  Shavvanee.  settlement 
on  Flog  creek,  and  to  be  laid  off  as  near- 
ly as  possible  in  a square  form. 

The  United  Slates  also  agree  to  gran: 
by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  Quatavva'pe 
or  captain  Lewis,  Shckaghkela  or  Tur- 
tle, Skifovva  or  Robin,  thiefsof the  Sliavv- 
ance  tribe  of  Indians  residing  at  Lewis- 
town,  and  to  Mesomea  or  Civil  John, 
Wakavvuxsiieno  or  tlie  White  Man,  O- 
quashepo  or  Joe,  and  Willaquasheno  or 
When  you  are  tired  sit  down,  chiefs  of 
the  Seneca  tribe  of  Indians  residing  at 
Lewistown,  and  to  their  .ueccssors  in  of- j 
lice,  chiefs  of  the  said  Shavvanee  ant. 
Seneca  tribes,  for  the  use  of  the  persons 
mentioned  in  the  annexed  schedule,  a 
tract  ofland  to  contain  forty-eight  sqnai . 
miles,  to  begin  at  the  intersection  oft', 
line  run  bv  Charles  Helens;  in  the  yea. 


one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tw  elve, 
from  the  source  of  the  Little  Miami  ri- 
,ver  to  the  source  ol  Sciota  river,  in  pur- 
suance of  instructions  from  the  commit, 
sioners, appointed  on  the  part  of  the  U- 
tiited  States,  to  .establish  t..e  western 
boundary  of  the  Virginia  Military 
serration,  with  the  Indian  boundary  line 
established  by  the  treaty  of  Greenville, 
in  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-five, from  the  crossings  above  fort 
Lawrence  to  Laramie’s  store,  and  to  run 
from  such  intersection, -northerly,  with, 
the  fiist  mentioned  line,  and  westerly, 
with  the  second  mentioned  line,  so  as  to 
include  the  quantity  as  nearly  in  a square 
form  as  practicable,  after  excluding  the 
section  of  land  hereinafter  granted  to 
N’ancv  Stewart. 

There  shall  also  be  reserved  for  tlie 
use  of  the  Ottowa  Indians,  but  not  grant- 
ed to  them,  a tract  of  land  on  Blanchard’s 
fork  of  the  Great  Auglaize  liver,  te 
contain  five  miles  square,  the  centre  of 
which  tract  is  to  be  ’where  the  old  trace 
crosses  the  said  fork,  and  one  other 
tract  is  to  be  where  the  old  trace  cross- 
es tlie  s dd  fork,  and  one  otlu  r tract  to 
contain  three  miles  square,  on  the  Li  tie 
Auglaize  river,  to  include  Oquanoxa’s 
village. 

Art.  7.  And  the  said  chiefs  or  their 
successors  may,  at  any  time  they  may 
think  proper,  convey  to  eiiiicrof  the  per 
sons  mentioned  in  t!.e  said  s.  trtduie,  or 
liis  heirs,  the  quantity  secured  thereby 
to  him,  or  may  refuse  so  to  do.  But 
the  use  ot  the  said-  land  shall  be  in  tKe 
said  person  ; and  alter  the  share  of  any 
I person  is  conveyed  by  the  chiefs  to  him 
he  nny  convey  the  same  to  any  person 
vvhatevcr.  And  any  one  entitled  by  the 
j said  schedule  to  ..  portion  of  tne  said 
jlanJ,  may,  at  any  lime,  convey  the  same 
to  any  person,  by  obtuiningthe  appro’ou- 
lionof  the  President  ofthc  United  States, 
or  of  the  person  appointed  by  him  to 
give  such  approbation.  And  the  agent 

0 the  United  States  shall  make  an  equi- 
12 ale  partition  of  u.o  said  share  when 
conveyed. 

Art.  8.  At  the  special  request  of  tlie 
said  Indians,  the  United  Si.ites  agree 
to  grant,  by  patent,  in  fee  simple,  to  t e 
persons  hereinafter  mentioned,  ad  of 
whom  are  conn,  -ted  wth  the  said  Indi- 
ans, by  blood  or  adoption,  the  tracts  ol 
land  herein  described : 

To  E.izabttb  W Shaker,  who  was  ta- 
ke . prisoner  by  the  Wyandcts,  and  lias 
ever  sii.ee  lived  among  them,  twelve 
-.undred  anti  eighty  acres  of  land,  on  the

To  Robert  Armstrong,  who  was  ta- 
ken prisoner  by  the  Indians,  and  has  t- 
ver  since  lived  among  tueni,  and  has 
married  a Wyandot  vwnian,  one  section, 
to  contain  six  hundred  and  iortv  acres  ot 
land,  on  the  west  side  ol  the  Sandusky 
iver,  to  begin  at  lire  plate  called  (.'amp 


Ball,  and  to  run  up  the  river,  with  the 
meanders  thereof,  one  hundred  and  six- 
ty poles,  and  from  the  beginning,  down 
the  river, with  the  meanders  thereof,  otic 
undred  and  sixty  poles,  and  from  tl.e 
.xtremity  of  these  lines  west  for  quanti-

LATEST  FOREIGN  NEWS. 

Arrived  last  evening  the  ship  Illinois , 
captain  Funk,  in  3C>  days  from  Liverpool, 
bringing  London  dates  to  the  ? 1 ill  of 
June,  and  Liverpool  to  the  13th. 

The  British  Slocks  continued  in  a 
fluctuating  state.  On  the  1 1th  Omnium 
commenced  at  a premium  of  a quarter 
per  cent,  and  in  the  course  of  the  morn- 
ing fell  to  a quarter  pea  cent,  discount. 
Three  per  cent,  reduced,  G9  1-4  1-S  G3 
7-8 — Consols  for  account,  3 4,  70 
1-4,  69  3-8. 

The  British  Throne  is  furnished  with 
another  presumptive  heir,  in  the  birth 
of  a son  of  tne  Dutchess  of  Cumberland. 
This  event  took  place  at  Berlin,  on  the 
27th  of  May. 

It  is  stated,  that  the  Princess  of  Wales 
has  sold  her  elegant  seat  on  the  banks 
of  the  l ike  Como  to  the  Duke  of  Tor- 
lina,  and  has  gone  to  Rome  to  pass  the 
Summer. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Duke  of  Welling- 
ton is  about  to  proceed  to  Stockholm,  on 
amission  of  an  important  nature. 

Advices  from  the  Cape  ot  Good  Hope 
down  to  the  close  of  March,  state  that 
the  disturbances  in  that  quarter  were 
becoming  more  alarming,  and  that  all 
the  inhabitants  who  were  capable  of 
beaiing  arms  were  ordered  to  join  the 
military  forces. 

The  British  government  has  raised  a 
new  loan  ol  Twelve  millions.  Messrs. 
Rothschild  Sc  Co.  having  bid  631.  18s. 
and  fid.  obtained  the  loan.  The  other 
biddings  were,  by  Reid  living  fc  Co.  G5I. 

I Os.  and  by  Ricardo  k Co.  631.  2s.  and 
6d. 

The  following  is  given  as  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  Waterloo  prize  money, 
granted  by  Parliament: — To  the  Duke 
of  Wellington,  commander  in  Chief, 
60,000/;  to  each  General  Officer,  1,250/; 
to  each  Field  Officer,  420/;  to  eacli  Cap- 
tain 90/;  to  each  Subaltern  33/;  to  eacli 
Sergeant,  16/;  and  to  each  rank  and  file, 
21.  10*. 

It  is  reported,  that  the  King  of  Spain 
is  soon  to  marry  the  Princess  Maria,  a 
niece  of  the  Ki  ig  of  Saxony. 

One  of  the  papers  mentions,  that  Sir 
S.  Shepherd,  is  shortly  to  leave  the  of- 
fice of  Attorney  General,  and  to  be  ap- 
pointed Chief  Baron  of  Scotland  ; that 
Sir.  R.  Gifford,  now  Solicitor  General, 
is  to  be  appointed  Attorney  General : i 
and  that  Sergeant  Copley  is  to  succeed: 
to  the  office  of  Solicitor  General. 

A loan  of  Ten  millions  for  the  Rus- 
sian Government,  is  ina  train  of  negotia- 
tion in  London. 

Some  disturbance,  it  is  said,  prevails 
at  Carlisle  among  the  weavers.  Many 
of  them  had  turned  out  for  higher  wa- 
ges. 

It  appears  that  the  plague,  had  reach- 
ed Malta,  and  that  several  persons  have 
become  its  victims. 

It  is  said,  that  “ in  the  French  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies,  M.  de  Villevcque  late- 
ly expressed  bis  uisii  that  Ilay ti  might 
be  restored  to  its  ancient  dynasty ; and 
contended,  that  a naval  blockade  would 
awe  f aose  ‘arrogant  chiefs’  who  we  re- 
hostile  to  the  measure.  The  Minister' 
of  Marine  replied,  that  the  pending  ne- 
gotiations with  St.  Domingo  were  of  so 
delicate  a character,  that  tney  ought  to 
he  cautious  of  inter]',  ring  with  them.” 

In  the  British  House  of  Commons,  on 
the  2d  of  June,  the  motion  of  the  Attor- 
ney General  for  preventing  V-iitish  sub- 
jects from  enterirfg  the  service  of  the  | 
Patriots  in  South  America,  was  earned 
by  a Ministeiial  majority  of  1 3.  A brief 
sketch  of  the  debate,  anil iof  other  inter- 
esting Parliamentary  proceedings,  will 
be  found  below.

Weymouth , June  8. 

The  Boxer,  Humphreys,  from  Hav- 
re, for  New  York  and  Baltimore,  with 
passengers  arid  dry  goods,  was  brought 
|into  our  roads  by  a fishing  boat  in  a dis- 
abled state,  having  been  run  down  by  a 
large  vessel,  about  ten  leagues  abreast 
of  this  port,  with  the  loss  ol  her  main- 
mast, and  the  whole  of  her  after  rigging, 
sails  and  yards,  her  larboard  quarter  cut 
down  to  the  water’s  edge,  her  rails  and 
staunchcons  swept  away.  The  wreck 
was  obliged  to  be  cut  away,  to  prevent 
the  ship  from  going  down.  The  cap- 
tain’s brother  went  overboard  with  the 
mainmast,  and  was  di  owned.  The  ves- 
| sel  that  ran  foul  of  the  Boxer,  carried 
’away  her  bowspiit  and  top  gallant  mast; 
| part  of  her  figure  head  is  now  cn  board, 
j l'he  man  at  the  helm  was  asleep  when 
s ,e  was  hailed  by  captain  Humphreys, 
and  the  passengers  ten  minutes  before 
she  ran  foul  of  the  Boxer.

The  reader  will  see,  by  a notice  from 
the  '1  reasury  Department,  that  Mr.  Sec- 
retary Crawford  is  preparing,  as  far  as 
in  1 is  power,  to  comply  with  the  requi- 
sitions of  a resolution  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
passed  at  the  last  session,  requiring  him 
to  make  a report  on  Banks  and  Gurren-i 
cy. 

The  Secretary  could  do  no  less  than 
proceed  to  the  performance  of  that  which 
| he  was  enjoined  to  do  by  a vote  of  one  of 
the  houses  of  Congress;  even  though  hi 
I was  only  requested,  instead  of  instructed, 
j as  is  the  usual  form  of  such  requisitions 
on  the  several  Departments  of  the  gov. 
jernment.  But  it  happens  sometimes, 
unfortunately,  that  propositions  of  this 
sort,  receiving  a single  reading,  an 
voted  on  without  debate,  arc  adopted 
out  of  courtesy  to  the  mover,  as  calling 
for  information  only,  when  in  fact  im- 
portant principles  are  embraced  or  im- 
plied by  them.  The  resolution  in  ques- 
tion was  one  of  these*  It  was  passed  at 
a late  period  of  the  session,  and  we  are 
persuaded,  from  our  own  observation,  as 
well  as  from  the  contemporaneous  as- 
surances of  some  of  those. who  voted  for 
it,  that  its  bearing  was  not  understood, 
in  the  last  clause  of  it,  particularly,  in 
which  the  Secretaiy  is  requested  11  to 
“ report  such  measures  as  in  nis  opin- 

ion  may  be  expedient  to  procure  and 
“ retain  a sufficient  quantity  of  gold  and 
“ silver  coin  in  the  United  States,  or  to 
“ supply  a 'circulating  medium,  in  /dace 
“ of  specie,  adapted  to  the  exigencies  of 
“the  country,  and  within  the  power  of 
“the  government.” 

If  there  were  no  other  objection  to 
this  sweeping  commission  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  ; if  it  had  been  the 
deliberate  intention  of  the  house  of  Re- 
presentatives to  request  the  Secretary  to 
devise  a paper  system  in  place  of  a spe- 

ie  currency,  it  would  he  sufficient  evi- 
dence of  the  ri  solution’s  not  being  un- 
derstood, when  agreed  to,  that  it  seri- 
ously requests  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury to  inform  Congress  what  measures 
on  a particular  subject  arc,  in  his  opin- 
ion, “ within  the  power  of  the  govern- 
ment”— in  other  words,  that  lie  will  be 
pleased  to  inform  them  what  is  the  ex- 
tent rf  iheir  own  authority  .' 

But,  we  hazard  nothing  iu  saying,  that 
it  was  never  within  the  intention  of  the 
last  Congress,  or  either  branch  of  it,  to 
entertain  a proposition  locking  to  a gen- 
eral suspension  of  specie  payments. 

IVnat  measures,  if  any,  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Treasury  may  think  adapted  to 
augment  the  present  reduced  amount  of 
national  currency,  we  have  no  idea.  The 
subject  is  of  great  importance,  and  be- 
coming every  day  more  grave  : we  feel 
assured  be  will  ncitiier  treat  it  lightly, 
nor  yet  omit  any  part  of  his  duty  in  rela- 
tion to  it.  But  \vc  have  thought  the  ex- 
planation which  we  have  given  to  be  ne- 
cissary,  to  avert  the  general  impression 
of  a serious  design  on  the  part  ofthi 
last  Congress  to  establish  any  other  than 
a specie  basis  for  the  National  Currency. 
It  is  an  explanation  we  have  always  in 
tended  to  give,  should  the  resolution  re- 
ferred1 to  become  a topic  of  remark,  as 
it  is  now  in  a fair  way  to  be  ; and  it  is 
one  on  which  the  fuliest  reliance  may  be 
placed. — jYut.  Intelligencer.

PRIVATE  ARMED  VESSELS. 

A memorial  has  been  ushered  to  the 
public,  through  the  medium  of  several 
of  the  federal  prints,  suggesting  to  Con- 
gress, and  to  the  people  of  tiie  United 
States,  the  expediency  of  abolishing 
Privateering.  Doubtless  there  are  ma- 
ny persons  engaged  in  this  scheme  for 
abolishing  privateering,  whose  motives 
are  pure,  who  do  not  perceive  the  bane- 
ful tendency  of  the  measure,  and  who 
will  desist  the  moment  it  becomes  appa- 
rent to  them. 

The  fact  is,  that  private  arme  l ves- 
sels form  one  of  the  most  powerful  vr  ca- 
tions that  the  United  States  cun  wield  in 
a soar  against  Great  Britain. 

By  this  memorial  an  attempt  is  made 
to  cause  the  United  States  voluntarily 
to  throw  away  the  strongest  weapon  ; — 
and  this  too,  although  not  a single  com- 
plaint was  uttered  by  any  neutral  during 
the  late  war,  against  our  private  annul 
vessels,  and  while  the  captures  made  by 
them  afforded  many  instances  of  gene- 
rosity and  gentlemanly  treatment  on  the 
part  of  our  gallant  tars  and  their  patri- 
otic owners.  We  feel  a perfect  assur- 
ance, that  both  the  Congress  and  Peo- 
ple of  the  United  States  are  too  enligh- 
tened to  be  duped  by  such  a scheme. 

If  see  are  anxious  to  preserve  an  hon- 
orable Pfaue,  soe  must J'ollow  the  sound 
maxim  oj'  Washington,  viz  : — always  be 
ready  for  War. 

If,  on  the  contrary,  rve  wish  for  war, 
followed  by  disgraceful  submission,  then, 
and  only  then,  let  us  deprive  ourselves 
of  our  best  means  of  annoyance  to  our 
enemies. — [Boston  Patriot. 

Yesterday  the  Farmers’  and  Meehan- 
ics’  Bank  of  this  place  again  suspended 
specie  payments.  It  will  he  recollected 
that  this  institution  in  the  spring  made 
an  arrangement  with  the  treasury  de- 
partment to  receive  the  public  deposites 
from  tiie  land  office  in  this  city,  with  a 
view  of  relieving  the  country  from  em- 
barrassments occasioned  by  the  depreci- 
ation of  tiie  courrency,  in  making  pay- 
ments for  the  public  lands.  The  expe- 
dient was  thought  by  many  to  be  a dan- 
gerous one  for  the  bank  in  the  state  of 
excitement,  which  existed  in  the  public 
mind  respecting  the  depreciation  ol 
hank  paper.  The  experiment  was  made, 
and  wc  have  no  doubt  it  was  with  thi 
most  law  able  views,  and  the  result  has 
proved  that  no  bank  can  be  safe,  at  tins 


tin  <•;  in  paying  specie,  that  has  not  a 
sufficiency  cf  the  precious  metals  to  re- 
deem every  dollar  of  its  paper.  Ever 
since  they  opened  their  vaults,  the  hank 
has  been  pressed  for  payment  as  fast  as 
their  notes  could  be  collected.  Their 
paper  has  been  sought  alter  w iib  avidity 
at  15  and  20  percent,  advance.  Noth- 
ing could  enable  them  to  vuti, stand  such 
a pressure  but  the  aid  of  the  public  dt-t 
posites,  and  with  their  assistance,  wc 
believe  the  bank  would  have  weathered 
the  storm  without  the  necessity  of  stop- 
ping payment,  if  the  cashier  had  not  in- 
iortunately  t)cen  taken  sick  shortly  aftsr 
the  arrangement  was  made  and  confined 
to  his  house  a greater  part  of  the  time 
since. — \_Cin.  Gazette  of  August  3. 

HYDROPHOBIA. 

Died  at  St.  Aihans,  Vermont,  en  thq 

5th  June,  of  Hydrophobia,  the  only  son 
ot  Mr.  Linman  Weed,  aged  twelve 
years'. 

The  circumstances  of  this  case  were 
briefly  as  follows  : — The  boy  was  bitten 
about  tbecc  months  piior  to  tiie  attack 
i of  the  disease,  by  a cat  which  was  sup- 
' posed  to  be  mail.  'Through  the  hurry 
and  alarm  of  the  moment,  the  cat  was 
killed,  consequently  the  family  were  left 
in  some  ih  ubt  whether  the  animal  was 
really  affected  with  hydrophobia  or  not— • 
the  wound  in  the  boy’s  hand  healing 
readily,  and  the  time  having  past  by 
when  they  expected  the  poison  would 
take  effect,  thereby  the  parents  were 
| left  in  a state  of  false  security,  until  the 
[terrific  approach  of  the  fatal  complaint; 
and  even  then,  their  fears  were  so  littl© 

! alarmed  as  to  delay  applying  for  medi- 
cal assis  ance  until  the  third  day. 

1 e symptoms  of  his  disorder  were 
pretty  uniform  through  the  whole  course 
of  his  complaint,  excepting  they  were 
aggravated,  in  proportion  to  the  near- 
ness of  its  approach  to  its  end 

The  patient  complained  first  of  a paiu 
in  the  hand  which  had  been  bitten  :— 
which  sensation  was  soon  conveyed  to 
the  arm, shoulder  and  side  of  the  neck: 
a'so  there  was  a cute  pain  felt  in  the  ex- 
ternal part  of  the  ear.  This  was  short- 
ly followed  by  a difficulty  iu  swallowing 
liquids,  though  the  inside  of  the  throat 
appeared  not  much  inflamed.  His  hand 
anil  arm  were  slightly  swollen,  and  ten- 
der to  the  touch,  yet  the  scar  or  ihe> 
bite  showed^no  other  marks  of  infiatna- 
tion  tn&n  appeared  in  other  parts  of  the 
and.  lie  would  sometimes  call  for 
cold  water;  but  on  presenting  the  cup 
to  his  lips  he  would  cry,  and  appeared 
to  he  prevented  in  r ratifying  his  thirst, 
by  severe  spasms  produced  in  his  throat. 
At  such  times  nis  respirations  were 
reatiy  hurried,  attended  with  rapid  and 
successive  catering  of  his  breath.  These 
• fleets  were  similar  to  those  produced 
from  the  application  of  extreme  cold 
water  to  the  surface  of  the  body.  Af- 
er  several  fruilfiss  attempts,  he  wou'd 
sometimes  swallow,  but  not  without  ap- 
parent suffocation.  The  patient  was 
constantly  exerciseo  with  indescribable 
distil ss,  and  appeared  often  very  rcst- 
l ss:  he  would  sometimes  cry,  and  ap- 
pear rather  frantic,  and  was  continually 
changing  positions;  other  times  would 
smile  and  manifest  a kind  of  shyness  : 
he  slept  but  little  during  the  night, 
when  lie  was  attended  with  the  most 
Irantic  delirium.  During  these  fits  to- 
wards the  close  of  the  disorder,  lie 
shewed  some  disposition  to  commit  in- 
jury; would  seize  the  bed  clothes  with 
his  teeth,  and  once  directed  the  atten- 
dants to  stand  back,  or  lie  should  bite 
them. 

He  sometimes  had  intervals  of  reason, 
and  these  were  the  only  times  he  could 
swallow  liquids.  When  compelled  te 
drink,  the  mere  sight  of  the  cup  pro- 
duced the  most  extreme  agony,  and  call- 
ed fi  rth  the  vvhoie  powers  of  his  body 
in  bis  qivn  defence.  As  long  as  his 
strength  held  out,  lie  kept  his  head  and 
limbs  constantly  in  motion  : he  was 
almost  incessantly  throwing  out  his 
tongue,  as  if  lie  were  attempting  to 
1 a hi-;  mouth  of  viscid  saliva;  this, 
neat  the  close  of  the  disease,  .assumed  a 
frothy  consistence.  Occasionally  he 
made  the  most  hideous  noises  and,  al- 
though the  idea  appears  ludicrous, 
seemed  to  imitate  the  noises  of  cats.  H* 
sometimes  spoke  relative  to  the  cat’s 
biting  him,  and  appeared  terrified. 

In  this  deplorable  condition  he  con- 
tinued till  the  eighth  day,  and  sunk  un- 
der the  pressure  of  his  misery.

casion this  difference?  The  soil  we 
presume,  in  Virginia  is  naturally  good  ; 
is  it  not,  reader,  that  the  curse  of  slave- 
ry has  lit  there  ?—  Village  Recorder.
